If tho 
convoiitiou will not furnish it lot the voters 
bolt and scratch till they get it. 
Of what 


account aro the politics of a coimty com- 
missioner, uu nUlermpiior even ii mayor'pro- 
vided he is honest and capable? Our local 
governments have become sadly demoral- 
ized. In largo citiea they have fallen into 
tho hands of saloon keepers and loafers be- 
cause they are of too small conseijuenco to 
interest tho best citizens. Almost, every- 
where they nrc managed iu tho interests of 
the great nalioim! parties. Thin is where 
wo want reform. We want local govern- 
ment;; that will ntteud to local interests and 
everywhere; we wnut a .sound inorul rather 
than 11 -sound political creed.
